It all started back in the Sixties when a 
man by the name of Taira Yoshioka 
created a nine volume comedy series 
called The Galaxy’s Most Irresponsible 
Man, which then turned into a movie 
series called Irresponsible Man. 


The story has now resurrected itself 
into the 90’s with the same following as 
its predecessors: one irresponsible man. 
Tylor- The Irresponsible Captain. At 
first, it was supposed to be a 26 episode 
TV-to-video release produced by the 
Tylor Project, but then ended up having 
6 OVA’s to tag along with it (two of the 
OVA’s were produced by the Tylor 
Project, the others were produced by 
Studio Dean, with the Tylor Project still 
holding the copyright.). 


The story begins with Justy Ueki Tylor, 
a 20 year-old man with no clue what-so- 
ever who sees an ad for the United 
Planets Space Force, and decides to join 
so he can live the comfortable life and 
retire with a pension. Beginning the 
adventures of the irresponsible man. 
(The name of Justy Ueki Tylor, and the 
title of the series pays homage to the 
60’s movie series Jrresponsible Man. 
The lead character in the movies was 
YWitoshi Ueki. Which the Kanji name for 
Hitoshi can also be read as Taira)

The first three episodes show how his 
lackadaisical attitude gets him into 
trouble, promoted, and the command of 
the worst ship in the fleet, and the crew 
to go along with it.

Finally the last four videos. Tylor- The 
Irresponsible Captain OVA Series I 
through 4. If you have been a loyal fan 
of the Irresponsible Man you'll notice 
that the artwork has dramatically 
changed from the original TV series. 
This OVA series was produced by 
Studio Dean. Coming with this studio is 
the long line of people who put this 
together. This time around directing this 
is Naoyuki Yoshinaga. The script is 
done by Kei Yamaki (1 and 4), Naoto 
Kimura (2), and Asami Watanabe. 
Character design and Character ideas 
were done by Masaaki Konan, and 
Tomohiro Hirata, respectively. With 
Mecha designs by Tomo Shigeta, this 
should be the topper of the Tylor Empire 
(Being that I haven’t seen the OVA’s 
myself, I can’t wait to see them. So for 
now, I am going by reference books and 
word of mouth. So please, be patient.).

If not at home drawing, Scott can be found skateboarding or wasting time with his 
friends. He enjoys listening to punk rock (Mcrackins, old Jawbreaker, and Vindictives) as 
well as James Brown and classical. He also spends a great majority of time taking classes 
at FTCC and working at Egg Roll Express. Scott began drawing comics in junior 
highschool being influenced by the traditional Marvel and Image style of the time. As his 
senior highschool career began he had mastered the Marvel style quite well and began to 
look at and mimic Sam Keith's, "The Maxx" with sheer perfection. Around his eleventh 
grade year Scott took an interest in both anime and manga. This is where his life and 
artistic style took a drastic change. He began with such titles as Ranmat/2, Akira, 
Vampire Princess Miyu, And Macross II. He also spent much time looking through issues 
of Hobby Japan and Newtype. By the end of his eleventh grade year he had thrown much 
of what he had learned from Marvel and Image out the window and had combined the 
traditional anime style with his knowledge of "The Maxx". This style had a morbid and 
dark edge to it that was amazing for a beginner in manga. As his twelfth grade rolled on 
he was influenced more and more by such titles as Macross Plus and artists like 
Fujishima Kousuke. After graduation he began classes at FTCC. About this time he ran 
across two specific titles that would influence his style the most and finish his transition 
to manga. These titles happened to be Macross 7 Trash and Gunsmith Cats. Since then 
Scott has been working hard to perfect his style as well as begin work on his story 
"Racketeers". "Racketeers" is a fast paced action packed story that looks to be nothing 
short in comparison to such greats as Gunsmith Cats. So wish young Scott Burnette luck 
and when he gets published, remember, you heard it here first.
